2. The period of this Tribunal will be for three years from 
the date of issue of this Notification, 

3. The Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, Silvassa 
is further pleased to grant Honorarium of Rs. 100/- (Rupees 
one hundred only) to the Chairman and Rs. 75/- (Rupees 
seventy five only) to tho member per case decided by them 

4. A member of the tribunal shalj in addition to the 
honorarium be entitled to draw Travelling Allowance bet¬ 
ween Valsad to Silvassa as admissible to Grade I Officer of 
tne Central Government from time to time. 

5. Any vacancy in tho membership of the Tribunal shall 
be filled by the Administrator; 

6. The powcis and functions of the Tribunal may be ex¬ 
ercised and discharged by bench constituted by the President 
fiom amongst the member of the tribunal including himself.

(ii) I he society has not submitted the rectification of 
the inspection note of the Bank Inspector of the 
Valsad Jilla Sanakari Bank Ltd., Silvassa branch.

(v) The society has failed to obtain sureties of its em¬ 
ployees (j.e. except Secretary of the society' as his 
surety has been obtained) with whom cash, stocks 
are lying kept and hence violated bye-law No. 45 
(a)(5) of the society.
